Four times in the history of the nation 
Washington 's birthday has beer, celebrated 
on Feb. 12, now observed as the anniversary 
Abraham Lincoln's birth, instead of Feb. 
These celebrations were in 1781. 1787, 


ns. and 1810. The reason is that Washing 


ton was born on Feb. 11 under the old style 
calendar and that the anniversary of his 
birth continued to be celebrated old style 
| about 1811. 

11 fell on Sun- 
day, and the holiday was celebrated the fol- 
lowing day. The last of these celebrations 


- ‘pecurred in 1810, and on the day that Lincoln 


became 1 year old.

12 in 1781. The new style calendar had been

; Old Letters Prove Point. 

The letter whieh attracted Dr. Cigrand's 
attention to the first Feb. 12 celebration 
was from Count de Rochambeau to Wash- 
ington. It reads: 

Newport, Feb. 12, 1781.—_Gen. Wash- 
ington: Yesterday (Sunday) was the an- 
niversary of your excellency’s birthday. 
We have put off the celebration of that 
holiday until today, by reason of the 
Lord's day, and we will celebrate it with 
the sole regret that your excellency De not 
& Witness of the effusion and gladness of 
our hearts.

The utions 
adopted, it is believed, will result in Bolidify- 
ing the Roosevelt sentiment throughout the 
country and in the holding of Roosevelt ral- 
lies in every western and some eastern states. 

Mr. Taft will go to New York tomorrow 
to make a Lincoln birthday speech, which 
it is expected will be a forceful presentation 
of political views and an effective argument 
for his renomination. His friends maintain

Recalls Lincoln Conference.

At a conferencé in 1860, in Chicago, 
the candidacy of Abr&ham Lincoln was 
brought up in the same way as that of Roose- 
volt in 1012. 

Old Chicagoans remember that conference 
im 1860, too, was formal, and that it, too, 
Grew delegates in greater numbers than 
had been expected, and that it evoked from 
governors and congresémen a definite plea 
to Mr. Lincoln to answer the demand of the 
people that he become a candidate. In that 
instance the message wes carried directly 
to Lincoln.

Lincoln was reported at the early date, and 


Says Systematic Work Begins. 

“Systematic work for Col. Roosevelt be- 
gins at once, said Nat C. Wright, editor of 
the Cleveland Leader and Toledo Blade, be- 
fore leaving for Cleveland at night. “ Men 
more experienced in organization work wil! 
get busy with that: those of us who are 
more familiar with securing public expres- 
sion of the desires of the poem will look to 
that. 

“This ‘campaign,’ if you call it that. will 
be different from any since Lincoln's time. 
Instead of the effort being made to push 
sentiment and organization out from the 
central committee, in this instance the na- 
tional Roosevelt committee, we are going 
to develop the sentiment and organization 
from the outside in, 80 to speak. There will 
be no creation of sentiment attempted where 
the public sentiment already is so strong; 
we are having trouble to restrain it bo that 
it will not waste its energy, but wil) direct 
it along lines that will produce results in 
the national convention. 


Says Primary Would Be for Colonel. 

“We realize and want the people who 
ta vor Mr. Roosévelt to realize that, had we 
a nation wide primary election, the nomina- 
tion of the colonel would be a simple matter 
merely the detail of seeing that the proper 
legal steps were taken, but that such a 
condition is not the one we face. Instead, 
the situation is this:

His strength hae not decreased 
in the least. The men who want to be nomi- 
nated for county offices khow In many cases 
that counties which would ordinarily go 
Democratic will be swept by the Republicans 
with Rosevelt on the ticket. 

“Of course, I cannot say whatt they Pen- 
rose federal machine will do, but the people 
will have a, chance to select their delegates, 
and from the sentiment already expressed 
I feel certain that Mr. Roosevelt will get as 
least half of the delegates from my state. 

“ Already the candidates in the field are 
attaching themselves to the Roosevelt cause, 
while practically nothing has been done by 
the people themselves for Taft.“

GOLD MEDAL TO ROOSEVELT.

PARIS, Feb. 11.—The amphitheater of the 
natural history museum at the Jardin des 
Plantes was crowded today during the func- 
tion of the French Acclimatization sgciety in 
presenting a gold medal to Theodore Roose- 
velt, through the American ambassador, for 
his work in saving fauna in America. This 
was the official] reason given for the presenta- 
tion, but the secretary of the society said 
yesterday that the real desire was to destroy 
the legend in France that the colonel is a 
pitiless hunter and to show that he is really 
a protector of birds and animals. 

Jules Pams, the minister of agriculture, 
presented the gold medal to American Am- 
bassador Bacon, who accepted it for Roose- 
velt, after which the military band present 
played The Star Spangled Banner.“ 

Pams, referring to Bacon's coming de- 
parture, expressed the regret of the French 
ministry at losing such an able diplomat.

Law Proposed to Foree County 
Prisoners to Earn Living 
for Families. 


URBANA MAN SPONSOR. 


Work of a-Public Nature Should 
Be Provided Those in Jail, 
Declares 8. E. Huff. 


Urbana, In., Feb. 11.—A state wide move- 
ment for the enactment of a law which Will 
provide employment for county prisoners. 
the monetary proceeds to be used for the 
maintenance of their families during jail 
term, has been started by . E. Huff, super- 
visor and overseer of the poor in this towa- 
ship. 

Believing a statute covering cases of this 
kind should be enacted, Mr. Huff prepared 
a set of resolutions covering the subject and 
sent each county clerk a copy, with the 
request that it be presented to his senator 
or representative. 


Pian Meets Approval. 

The replies received by Mr. Huff indicate 
his plan met with instant approval of the 
different county officers and the senators and 
representatives interviewed on the subject. 

The resolutions call attention to destitution 
prevaient among wives and children of pris- 
oners in the different jails and ask that an 
easily operated law be passed by which work 
of some public nature, if possible, be pro- 
vided, the proceeds of which shall be used 
for the benefit of the unfortunate family. 


Should Apprehend Deserters. 

It u also made plain that efforts should 
be made in all cases to apprehend any man 
deserting his family, or any woman de- 
serting her children, regardless of expense, 
and returned where he or she belongs and 
forced to provide for the unfortunates left 
behind* 

The board of supervisors of the.tewnship 
believes a law framed from Mr. Huff's reso- 
lutions. will be introduced and probably 
passed at the next session of the Spring- 
field legislature.

Each of these governors 
has had recent intérviews with Col. Roose- 
velt, and their statement of Saturday neces- 
sarily bears the stamp of authority. 

It the Republican national convention, 
which meets in ‘Chicago next June, should 
nominate Theodore Roosevelt he will obey 
the will of the delegates and become the 
standard bearer of the party.

A CUSTOM TO BE STOPPED. . 

There is nothing in railroad affairs that 
is more in need of drastic correction than 
the relation of railroad officials with enter- 
prises whose profit depends upon selling sup- 
plies to railroads. A president or vice 
president or director hae no business to 
throw the burden of conflicting duties upon 
his dual capacity. Perhaps in many cases 


he keeps his hands off and tries to be fair to 


both interests. But in other cases, as the 
public knows, he has unscrupulously milked 


the one for the benefit of the other. 


One form of this ¢vil is nepotism, by 
which sons or nephews or brothers of high 
corporate officials are given positions in con- 
cerns whose business it is to sell to these 
corporations. If these. officials had to pay 
for supplies out of their own private pockets 
perhaps the ties of relationship would not 
prove, stronger than that of private interest. 
Bat when they ate merely corporate officials 
and payment comes out of the earnings of 
the corporation, it is only common sense to 
recognize that there will be favor shown 


and not much of that strict bargaining which 


stockholders have à right to demand of their 
representatives and managers. 

The prevalence of these interlocking rela- 
tions is a sad commentary on the standards 
of honor and trusteeship existing in the busi- 
ness we Even where no wrongdoing 
exists, the possibility of evil is present in 
the custom, and the conscience of the busi- 
ness community ne ver should have permitted 
it to grow up. 

But since the sense of propriety and re- 
sponsibility of these officials and of the busi- 
ness world has not checked this custom, it 
should be made illegal. The feld for cor- 
porate investment is large enough co that 
none of these men need put their personal 
savings into a business related to that in 
which they hold positions of trust. Nor 
confined to that business.

See how the parallel with consumption 
continues: After the consumptive has 
got a-pus infection of his lungs on top 
of his original disease, cure is impossi- 
ble, or for it long, patient, and expensive 
open air treatment is required.

Even after the teeth are 80 loose that 
they can easily be moved by the fingers 
and pus oozes from around the roots, 
thorough removal of all deposits from the 
roots and applications to the gums fol- 
lowed by banding of the teeth so that 


they cannot rock will be effective except 


when the bony socket has been absorbed. 

There are those who think constitu- 
tional diseases such as gout, rheumatism, 
diabetes, and senility have much to do 
with pyorrhœa, and there is some truth 
in these ideas. There are those who be- 
lieve pyorrhœa is a cause of rheumatism 
and other constitutional diseases. But 
pyorrhcea usually can be cured without 
paying much attention to the constitu- 
tional state, and it is important eyough 
to stand on its own base. 

The important thing to know is that 
spongy. gums, falling away from the teeth 
with deposits below the gum margin, 
means pyorrhcea, which, taken care of 
then and rightly, can be cured, but which 
neglected means toothlessness—before the 
period of “lean and slippered pantaloon, 
sans eyes, sans teeth, sans everything.”

In his obituaries it is even asserted that 

it is to him that Great Britain is indebted 

for this well nigh pricelss and world famed 


collection, formed by the second, third, and 


fourth Marquesses of Hertford and by the 
latter’s half brother, Sir Richard Wallace. 
But this is not so. 

Sir John Murray Scott was the son of an 
obscure English physician in small practice 
at Calais. The doctor had occasion on one 
of the numerous trips of Sir Richard and 
Lady Wallace between England and France 
to do some slight medical service for Lady 
Wallace, after a crossing of the channel 
which had been more than usually rough and 
. Whidh has prostrated her with seasickness. 
The acquaintance “thus formed was culti- 
vated and resulted in Sir Richard eventually 
taking the doctor’s young son into his em- 
ploy, first as clerk and subsequently as pri- 
vate secretary. 

I should not like to say what role John 
Murray Scott played in the estrangement 
which ensued between Sir Richard and his 
only son, Capt. Wallace of the Sixth French 
cuiragsiers, who greatly distinguished him- 
self as a gallant officer of cavalry in the war 
of 1870 against the Germans, taking part in 
the historic charge at Sedan. But the fact 
remains that the estrangement between 
father and son, each a fine fellow in his way, 
dated the moment that John Murray 
Scott became a member of the household of 
Sir Richard Wallace, and that Capt. Wallace 
died at enmity with both his parents.

When SirAticharé died it was found that 
he had ueathed the whole of his vast 
wealth to his widow, a lady of French birth 
and parentage, whom he had married many 
years after the birth of their son, the latter 
and his boys being therefore prevented by 
this bar sinister from thheriting the baronet- 
cy of Sir Richard.

London society showed itself friendly in 
the extreme to the new multimillionaire, 
and he was taken up and patronized by a 
number of prominent people, including the 
then Prince of Wales, who had had an op- 
portunity of observing him when staying 
with Sir Richard for the shooting at Sun- 
bourne hall. Murray Scott was in course 
of time created a knight commander of the 
Order of the Bath and a baronet on the 
plea of his services in uring the Hert- 
ford house collection for the nation and 
for his help in its arrangement.

Ambassador Leishman and the members 
of his staff at Berlin are by no means the 
only American diblomats accredited to the 
various powers of continental BDurope who 
have adopted gold embroidered uniforms.

GREATEST FOE NOW DEAD 


Science Canquers “Yellow Jack“ 
and Canal Will Aid in Mak- 
ing Metropolis. 


New Orleans, La., Feb...11.-[S8peciai.J—In 
the opinion of Mayor Behmann the old city 
of New Orleans bas been reborn and 10 
destined within comparatively few years to 
become the metropolis of the south, if not 
of the western hemisphere. 

The opening of the Panama canal, of 
course, wii] be a great factor in the com- 
mercial development of fhe city, buta great- 
er blessing to New Orleans, as well as to 
the entire south, is the eradication of the 
scourge of yellow fever. 

“The successful operation of the Panama 
canal alone,” the may or said today, must 
manifestly impart a tremendous impetus to 
the businesss of its nearest seaport in this 
country. Yet this great isthmian passage, 
which will eventually substitute the Ca- 
ribbean for the Mediterranean in the lat 
ter’s present monopoly of the world’s sea 
commerce, is, after all, but a corollary of 
the substantially greater factor which pre- 
ceded it—a factor which the scientific inves- 
tigations of Larrol! and Reed and others of 


that immortal group have made possible, and 


which hae forever fixed the destiny of New 
Orleans among the great seaports of the 
world. 

Yellow Fever Wiped Out. 

“The elimination of yellow fever through 
the discovery and successful application of 
the mosquito theory is immeasurably the 
greatest factor in the existing situation; yet 
remarkable to say, this great triumph seems 
to be more or less obscured by the more 
spectacular triumph achieved by the en- 
gineer.

It ie obvious, therefore, that the Panama 
canal per se. is not to be regarded as our 
greatest asset. Greet as this aevet unques- 
tionably is, past experience has taught us 
that New Orleans with a dozen Panama 
canale and yellow fever would never be in 
a position to successfully cope with the com- 
peting seaports of the country. 


Great Interstate Waterway. 

“Another of the potential factors which 
should not be overlooked is the great inter- 
state inland waterway which will connect 
the city of Boston, Mass., with the city of 
Brownsville, Tex. on the Rio Grande, and 
will cross the Mississippi river at this city. 
This canal, considering the number and im- 
portance of the navigable waterways it will 
intercept and the vast new territory which 

will thus be made tributary to the father 
of waters, must, as far at least as immediate 
consequences are concerned, inevitably re- 
sult in even greater advantages to this city 
than the Panama canal. 

“In making this statement T fully appre- 
clate the benefit# which must necessarily 
folWew the completion of that isthmian con- 
nection so close to our doors, and which, we 
have reason to believe, will revolutioni#e 
the commerce of New Orleans. 

„This interior waterway will be completed 
within the next five years, and its construc- 
tion through the low lying marsh lands of 


this and ‘adjacent states, as well as the ex- ;. 


pediency for the expenditure of the millions 
which it will cost, can also be directly at- 
tributed to the discovery and successful 
prosecttion of the mosquito theory. 

“The completion of the southwest pass. 
which has been officially announced by the 
Unjted States engineers, and which it is ex- 
pected will afford a permanent channel thir- 
ty-five feet deep and 1,000 feet wide from 
the xiver to the gulf, is still another of these 
factors which this obviously certain great 
development has already brought into play. 

Is it, therefore, too much to predict an 
early consummation of the lakes to the gulf 
deep, water way as a corollary to all thie? 
I think not. Just as soon as the thousence 
of outsiders who are now investing in the 
Louisiana prairies, which, ke Panama, are 
to be de habitable and serviceable, begin 
advertising that they are profitably explojt- 
ing these erstwhile inaccessible haunte ‘of 
the mosquito, it will begin to dawn upon the 
country that old New Orleans ie now one of 
the healthiest spots in the union. 

“Then will the people of the great valley 
begin putting their money into the boats and 
barges and the terminals that will be neces- 
sary to make this lakes to the guif deep 
waterway’ a reality. 


Rapid Progress Sure to Ensue. 

“Then will come down by gravitation, to | 
the sea. and in indefinite volume, upon the 
bosom of this new but mighty rate-regulat- 
ing medium, the products of the world’s 
richest region. Then will ‘alse come down 
from the ice bound north to the sunlit south 
the other Reeds and Carrolls—this time in 
the role of the skilled mechanic and the 
skilled operative-advanee guards of a 
sturdy yeomanry from other climes beyond 
the sea who will make their homes in our 
midst and participate in our fortunes. 

“Then will this dear old Crescent City, al- 
ready the commercial and financial and so- 
clal center of the south. see its influence 
and its prestige extended, as suggested. to 
limits far beyond these environs, embracing 
in their scope, through direct and friendly 
intercourse, the remotest regions of the 
earth. And thus will her relations to the de- 
velopment of the gulf coast country he that 
of one of the world's greatest capitals to 
one of the world’s fairest domains.

“At all events, it may be hoped that the 
consideration of Christian people may be fixed 
upon those things which they deem essential 
and that other points which are not vital, how- 
ever highly they may be esteemed for other 
reasons, may be regarded as not-presenting ob- 
Stacles to the reunion of Christendom, but as 
suitable to be cherished by those who prize 
them without prejudice to divergent views of 
others. 

“The more clearly points considered vital 
are expressed the better they can be dealt with 
when the time shall come to discuss them in 
conference. Patient and eandid study will tend 
to eliminate from the category of vital denom- 
inational tenet such things as are not in real- 
ity essential.” 

A card of special prayer also has been 
printed and distributed. According to Robert 
H. Gardner, the secretary of the Episcopal 
church commission, the suggestion for this 
came at the same time from a Roman Cath. 
olic archbishop and a Congregational minister.

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Lincoln's Life Text of Many Sermons. 

From a score of C pulpits ‘yesterday 
the career and characteristics of Abraham 
Lincoln formed the text of sermons. 

Lincoln as a suffragist, a champion of la- 
bor, and an advocate of temperance was 
spoken of by the Rew R. A. White in his ser- 
mon at the Englewood Liberal church, Dr. 
White used liberal quotations from Lincoln's 
speeches in illustrating his points. * 

“Lincoln believed,” he sid, in the fran- 
chise of all who bore the burdens of govern- 


ment and paid its taxes, not excluding women. 


In @ strike among the shoegakers in one of 
the cities of the east Lincoln said that he was 
glad that men could strike when they wanted 
to and that laboring men should assist other 
laboring men. He was a strong advocate of 
temperance and never belied in practice the 
profession he made in early youth.” 

Dr. White's subject was Lincoln and Mod- 
ern Problems.” 

Lincoln was no dodger,” declared tie Rev. 
D. T. Magill, pastor of Calvary Baptist church, 
who spoke to young people on lessons from 
the life of the Emancipator. When he saw 
an issue‘he met it squarely. He rose above 
the circumstances that surrounded him and 
conquered them.” 

“Lincoln, the Master Mind,” was the sub- 
ject of the sermon preached by the Rev. 
Johnstone Myers in the Immanuel Baptist 
church. 

Lincoln,“ he said, “rst conquered the for- 
est. He was a leader of sport among his young 
companions. Who but he could have gained 
an education with plow handles for a desk and 
blazing pine knots for light? He is recognized 
today by the north and the south as the fair- 
est, kindest, and most judicial master of men 
who ever lived. What Lincoln was to the na- 
tion, in a smaller degree each one may de- 
come.”

Economical Housekeeping 


Pleasant Cakes. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
ITTLE FEATHER CAKES.——One egg, one 
cup of sugar, two scant cups of flour, two 
tablespoons of butter, one-half cup of 
sweet milk, one and a half teaspoons of 
baking powder. Cream the butter and 
sugar with the beaten yolk of the egg. Fold in 
the stiffly beaten white the last thing. Flavor 
wita lemon and bake in small muftin rings. Ice 
according to taste. 

This is one of the never fail recipes which 
even the most inexperienced girl ought to be 
able to use with comparative success. If she 
can bake muffins she can bake these little cakes, 
and if she cannot bake muffins she ought at her 
earliest opportunity to take some lessons on the 
application of heat to food materials. 

A little molasses and spices may be added to 
this formula to make little cakes of a quite dif- 
ferent sort, but quite as light and dainty as 
these. And, by the way, cakes of this size and 
shape are not the easiest in the world to ice, by 
those who nave not yet got by the awkward 
stage in cooking. A cake with a level top, loaf 
or layer, is a far easier one to begin on, The 
layer cake is the one perhaps for the beginner, 
as this is easier to bake, although if the fire is 
not made accommodating it may have mountains 
on one side and a very thin tableland on the 
other.

Ethel's Cake.—One scant coffee cup (a coffee 
cup contains the same quantity as measuring 
cup of granulated sugar, one-ha‘? cup of butter, 
three eggs, one cup of milk, two and one-half 
scant cups of sifted flour, one teaspoon of va- 
nilla extract, two teaspoons of baking powder. 
Cream the butter and sugar together as usual, 
and then break in the three eggs and beat 
untilvery creamy. Add the flour and milk 
alternately, reserving a little of the four to 
add after the vanilla and baking powder. Beat 
well and bake in layer cake tins. The entire 
success and lightness of this cake depends upon 
the beating of the sugar, butter, and eggs. If 
these are beaten long enough they will become 
as creamy and fluffy as whipped cream. 

Icing for This Cake.—One and a half cups of 
confectioner’s sugar—not powdered—butter the 
size of a large egg, two tablespoons of cocoa, 
one teaspoon of vanilla, moisture to make the 
mixture of the consistency of very thick cream. 
Cream or whipped cream may be used for the 
mixing, but the Germans like this icing when 
made with cold coffee. The sugar and butter 
are creamed together thoroughly and then the 
cocoa and vanilla is added, and lastly the cream 
or coffee.

HAT rare union of sentiment, imagina- 
tion, and intimate poetry that the 
world hase learned to regard as char- 
acteristic of the best In German music 
found revealment at the piano recital 
of young Wilhelm Bachaus yesterday after- 
noon and at the program of song offered by 
Mme.

Since Mr. Bachaus is now on his fret visit 
to America we may pardon him the old fash- 
loned program which he offered. It included 
the Italian concerto of Bach. the “ Appas- 
sionata ” sonata of Beethoven, Schumann's 
„Carneval, sundry Chopin etudes, a Chopin 


walt, and a Liszt rhapecdie. The technical 


mastery of the virtuose distinguishes every 
thing that this young pupil of Reckendort 
does. His readings incline to sen tality. 
His Bach and Beethoven tacked virility and 
that emphasis of polyphonic texture which 
older pianists have taught us to expect. But 
hig interpretation of the Carneval was 
the finest Schumann playing heard in mang

Thie is youthful music and only the young 
pianists can fully apprehend its fantastic 
spirit and ite unbounded enthusiasm.

Arthur Nikisch is said to have deacribed 
Mme. Gerhardt as “the world’s greatest 
Lledersinger, a circumstance which con- 
yinces every intelligent American music 
lover that there are several interpreters of 
song with whose art the distinguished con- 
ductor is ynfamiliar, or that he is prejudiced 
in favor of the German artist Superiatives 
are dangerous things and the critic comes 
to distrust them. They are hardly less dis- 
tasteful than comparisone which they in- 
vite. It has already been suggested in these 
columns that there are severa) artists known 
to the American concert halls with whom 
Mme. Gerhardt can be contrasted te her 
disadvantage.
